President and Treaty. 


Py the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


In your first edition of May 16, under 


the caption, ‘‘Sacrificing the 


you grievously depart from your wonted 
position in all that pertains to our Mr. 
Wilson or his policies in the past. I re- 
 gret that it is so. Your voice has always 

‘ been eloquent in its defense of the great 
man at Washington, and any deviation 
from the wonderful message which of 
yore has been the burden of your song 
must bring a sense of distress to your 
many admirers in those sections of coun- 
try where our President is loved for his 
God-given powers of mind and heart. 

If I mistake not, our Constitution, as 
framed by the fathers, gives solely to 
the President the power to draft treaties 
with foreign countries. To the Senate 
is given the power to ratify or reject 
such treaties as may be brought before 
it by the President. The Senate has not 
got the power to change even by one 
word any treaty that is placed before it. 


It must either accept or reject. 


President Wilson drafted a treaty of 
peace with Germany. He submitted this 
treaty to the Senate for its acceptance or 
rejection. From July, 1919, almost un- 
til quite recently, millions of cubic yards 
of hot air have been expended by the 
Senate in debating a question 
should have consumed not more than 10 
ddys in deliberation. All this waste of 
words had no direct bearing upon the 
acceptance or rejection of the treaty, but 
was dispensed with the sole purpose of

and a request that the President make 
the necessary alterations before again 
submitting the treaty to them. 
President would then have had some- 
thing tangible upon which to base a re- 
quest of the peace conference that it re- 
sume its labors. I may be mistaken, but 
I do not recall that the Senate ever took 
a vote on the treaty as submitted—the 
one and only function which it had right

Should Mr. Wilson have felt, in 
face of a rejection by the Senate, that 
the reservations made were of a nature 
to bring dishonor upon us as a nation, or 
should he have felt embarrassment in 
rquesting his erstwhile associates 
Paris to delve deeper into purely Ameri- 
can phases of the subjects enumerated, 
he could have pigeonholed the treaty, 
requested of the German Government 
that it appoint delegates to meet with his 
commissioners in the drafting of a sep- 
erate treaty of peace, and could have 
sought entrance into the League of Na- 
tions, embodying’ in his application any 
and all reservations of a pecullarly 
American nature, thereby giving sur- 
cease to those valiant patriots of 
Senate from the agonies of patriotic dis- 
tress which have of late so encompassed 


their souls.

|Underselling Is 


A Public Statement 
Concerning Prices 


" [? has always been our policy to deal frankly with the public—to express our view- 
point without any reservations—to serve to the best of our ability. 


As a public service institution, we know that we are existing because of our ability 
to serve, and progressing because the service is approved. It is our desire to clarify 
the present situation regarding price cutting, of which so much has recently been printed. 


The American public has been clamoring for lower prices for several years—and justly 
so. The reasons for high prices are apparent. The price basis starts with the manu- 
facturers. They are influenced by raw material costs, labor costs and other factors. 
Conditions have been unstable, uncertain. They were discounting the tax burdens and 
other contingencies that might arise, as a matter of self protection, and as the demand 
for goods was greater than the supply, consequently prices were high. 


These conditions did not call for hysterical action. On the contrary, they called for 
syne production which would assure the adjustment of prices to a standard that would 

equitable to the producer, to labor, and to the consumer. But let us see what has 
happened, and what effect it has had on prices. 


Before we take up the present situation, let,us look back to August, 1919, when Con- 
gress started to curb advancing prices. An elght-column headline in the Globe-Demo- 
crat on Sunday, August ro, 1919, informed us that 


“Wilson Believes High Cost of Living Is Curbed”’ | 


This was followed by the statement that “the slump in prices has begun as 
Congress starts to act”; “Senators discuss the needed measures’; “Leader 
Mondell promises prompt legislation.” 


In a word, Congress was going to set the machinery in motion to reduce prices. 
This news affected a few dealers in commodities, caused them to make a frantic effort 
to convert their holdings into cash, and created a slight flurry of depression at the time. 


You may assume that the headline referred to above was not the only one that was 
run in the newspapers. Day after day the public was led to believe that prices were 
coming down with a crash. We had information to the contrary, and on August 14, 
41919, published a statement to this effect—that we could see no relief from high prices 
under the conditions that existed, and reviewed carefully the situation and then made 
the following statement: 


“Understanding these things as we do, we state without hesitancy to our 
customers, ‘Buy now, when a good opportunity presents itself, and do not 
expect goods to be lower in price in the Fall.’ ”’ 


You will admit that was good advice in August, 1919. And now let us look quietly 
and calmly at the conditions of today. If you have been a reader of our advertise- 
ments, you will understand merchandise conditions as they exist. There is no occa- 
tion for the newspapers of our city to become hysterical over reports from other cities 
that someone is selling goods at 20% discoint. Our advertisements have at all times 
dealt frankly with the merchandise condi‘ions. 


On Tuesday evening, March 23, 1920, prior to Easter, we announced— 


“Decisive Reductions on Our Highest-Grade Suits’’ 


—and stated that “a careful study of existing conditions has led us to the 
conclusion that the period following Easter will show a decided break in 
the price of women’s apparel. Manufacturers, disappointed because of the 
late season and unfavorable buying conditions, will no doubt make price 
concéssions after the Easter demand has passed. Anticipating this break, 
we consider it good business on our part to allow our patrons the benefit 
of these favorable prices at a time when they will mean most to them.” 


In the Sunday papers of May 9, 1920, we announced in our advertisement: 


‘*Reduced Prices—Due to Unusual Conditions’”’ 


“Reduced Prices are the keynote of this advertisement. 

“The cause is a backward season, which inspired hesitancy on the part 
of the buying public among some lines of merchandise and created a surplus 
with the manufacturers and the retail merchants, and there {fs a willingness 
to make price sacrifices in order to reduce this surplus. 

“The result to you is, that in the face of rising prices on raw materials, 
and on labor, we are able to offer merchandise of the superior quality which 
has become a symbol of this institution, at prices far below the commonly 
accepted figures, and which may not be duplicated for some time to come.” 


A few days later we announced a special sale of several thousand pairs of Shoes 
from a manufacturer who desired to dispose of them because of the money situation. 


These announcements apparently had no interest for our local press. To them it was 
not news—but the fact that a St. Paul dealer was selling millinery at 30% discount 
which was reported by the Associated Press deserved a front page article. 


| Everyone in the retail business knows that style merchandise like Millinery quickly

| Confidence is necessary, and we again‘say to the public that they may buy with confi-

| The future does not forecast decisive break in prices. Quotations for Fall are 
as firm as ever in most sais an there may be a recession from those prices later 
hot beyond the range of possibility, and the hope of American merchants.

“And now comes a threat of an 
additional burden from one Dillion 
to two billion in the shape of 
bonuses to soldiers. If this materi- 
alizes, then there must be increased 
taxes, or worse, renewed borrow- 
ings at increased rates. This would 
result in further increased costs, in- 
creased prices, an immediate addi- 
tion to the burdens of 110,000,000 
of people, an added depreciation of 
Government securities held by 20,- 
000,000 of citizens, renewed unrest 
and what more I will not venture to 
predict. 


Proposal] for Bonus. 
“The amazing thing about this 
bonus proposal is that very few peo- 
ple in responsible positions in Wash- 


ington seem to favor doing this det- 
riment to the body politic and the 
equally striking thing is that few 
of them have the courage to say 580 
and to offer effective opposition. I 
cannot believe that a majority of ‘the 
fine boys who patriotically respond- 
ed to the call of country would ask 
this subsidy if they knew what it in- 
volved. And iff 1 were mistaken, I 
should be greatly depressed over the 
fate of the nation 


“Fourth, the immediate need is 
for business men and particularly 
for member banks to co-operate 
with the officers of the Federal Re- 
serve System and the Treasury. The 
problem is theirs quite as definitely 
as it is the officials. But there must 
be something more than the co- 
operation of business men and 
bankers. There must be co-opera- 
tion from that part of the publiio 
which is {n a position to save and 
| everybody must devote a little more

‘Fifth, undoubtedly not new taxes

Excess Profits Tax. 

“6. The excess profits tax is not 
all evil. It has good features. It {s 
productive of revenue. It reaches 
‘some real profiteers. But it tends to 
| promote waste. It works unequally 


and capriciously. It depends upon 
'mere accident of form of corporate 
| Organization. It punishes conserva- 
'tive business and rewards and pro- 
' motes stock watering. Many of the 
corporations charged with profiteer- 
ing got off very lightly because they 
are so generously ‘apitalized and 
| the tax !s now confined to a part of 
business. It does not apply to all 
‘business concerns and _ therefore 
' works unjustly. The substitution of 
'a flat rate on undistributed. profits 
/would place incorporated and unin- 
corporated concerns more nearly on 
the same basis.

If one had the 
facts and nothing but the facts there 
would still be difference of opinion 
and ample reason for the existence 
of parties. But it seems to me that 
democracy is going to have very hard 
siédding if we are to have govern- 
ment by misrepresentation. Cer- 
tainly some_of our most widely read 
papers are giving us not news but 
partisan impressions of what they de- 
sire the news to be. 

“I wish it were possible for every 
newspaper to conceive itself as a 
great public utility and to be com- 
mitted to the policy of seeking the 
facts and presenting them in the 
most impartial manner possible. I 
wish also that our people would tol- 
erate only leaders who have the 
ability and the inclination to get tha 
facts, to interpret them honestly, an4 
courageously to present their con- 
conclusions to the people. I know 
this standard would put a very large 
percentage of present leaders out of 
fashion, but the nation could survive 
their retirement.

tion. 

Three Votes for Wood Likely. 
The estimate of the vote of the 
delegation was based upon the ex- 
|pectation that the organization, or 
| boss-controlied, delegates, would be'| 
|seated from the Fifth District, and 
‘that the Wood delegates would be | 
|seated from the Fourth. There are 
‘contesting delegations in these dis- 
|tricts, but leaders say there is every 
reason to believe the national con- 
vention will follow the action of the 
State Convention in seating the dele- 
gation.

If it should develop that some of | 
the eight were against Lowden, the | 
organization would be in a position | 
to withdraw its fight for the seating | 
of eight, and consent to the seating | 
'of only four. Through its control | 
of the Missouri delegation it would | 
! 


in all probability be able to dictate 
which four should be chosen. There! 
would be no question that four Low- 
den delegates would be seated. 

Eight Delegates May Be Seated. 

In this connection, however, the 
make-up of the Credentials Commit- 
tee would have to be taken into con- 
sideration. If a majority of the 
committee should be opposed _ to 
Lowden, as is not improbable at the 
beginning of the convention, the | 
committee might insist upon seating 
all eight in order to lessen the Low- 
den support from Missouri. 

How the delegation will vote after 
the first few ballots cannot be fore- 
told, except that it is safe to say that 
it will vote almost as a unit for | 
whoever the organization leaders di- 
rect. There seems little question 
that Missour!l will stay with Low- 
den just as long as there is the’! 
Slightest reason to believe that he | 
has a chance for the nomination. | 

But the Missourians have no in-| 
‘tention of being caught napping. | 
Whenever the break starts for an-| 
other candidate, if it does start in| 
earnest, the Missourians are going to) 
be well in the fore-front that they | 
may be with the winner. |

t. S. Policy Toward Carranza. | 

When President Wilson refused to 
recognize Huerta he based his action 
on the untimely deaths of Madero 
and Suarez. and announced a broad 
general policy that no Government 
would be recognized which did not 
rest on constitutional elections and 
which was based on force of arms 
alone. As it generally is recognized 
that no Government in Mexico could 
hope to stand without recognition by 
the United States, the death of Car- 
ranza and what responsibility the 
revolutionists may share in it 1s re- 
garded by officials and diplomats 
here as certain to become a _ large 
element in the Government's action. 

Carranza was the County Governor 
or Coahuila who united the Mexicans 
under the banner of the Constitu- 
tionalists in 1913 and fought Huerta, 
who seized the power with the 
wholesale executions which accom- 
panied Madero'’s death. Headed by 
the military genius of Villa, his arm) 
won many victories. But. he soon 
quarreled with Villa, and no sooner 
was he in Mexico City and recog- 
nized by the United §tates than he 
had a revolution on his own hands 
with Villa. 

Although aided bv the United 
States Government, Carranza  pur- 
sued an anti-American course and 
during the world war an anti-allied 
course, which was topped off by the 
celebrated Zimmerman note in 
which Germany asked him to nego- 
tiate a German-Japanese- Mexican 
alliance against the United States.

When the idea first was promulgated that 
and that the healthy condition of the mouth 
was practically a prerequisite for general health, 
this news was received by the general public 
calmly. 

For one thing, many people dread going to 
the dentist's office, even in these days when 
so much of the pain has been removed. Also, 
it did not seem reasonable that a lame knee, 
or stomach trouble, or pains in the shoulder, 
could be remedied by pulling a tooth which 
looked all right and had not been giving the 
owner any twinges. 

But the unescapable truth of what only a few 
years ago was but a theory has been thoroughly 
proven. It is accepted alike by dentist, surgeon 
and general practitioner and even has been 
approved by the investigators of “efficiency.” 
And however much one may loathe this latter 
term, with its German memories, it certainly 
stands for useful qualities. 

The recent convention in St. Louis of the 
American Surgical Association offered a strik- 
ing opportunity to gather the opinions of suc- 
cessful surgeons upon the importance of mouth 
conditions, including teeth and gums, upon 
the genera) health. The opinions of several 
eminent men at the convention may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

“The theory that the condition of the teeth affects 
the rest of the body has stood the proof test of time, 
and been put on a definite basis. In some kinds of 
disorder, the cause of which cannot be definitely lo- 
cated, there is frequently found a chronic focus of in- 
fection at the roots of some of the teeth. This focus 
is disclosed by various means of diagnosis as well as 
by the X-ray, and on the removal of these beds of 
infection many disorders will clear. 

“For illustration: Many recurring rheumatic af- 
fections, headaches and other disorders will be re- 
lieved when diseased teeth and diseased tonsils (which 
come in the same category) are correctly and properly 
removed. 

“Inflammation of the heart (or endocarditis) usually 
comes trom some infection, and in some instances may 
come from a focus in the tonsils or teeth. Increasing 
use of the X-ray for dental examination has not dis- 
credited the importance of mouth conditions as to 
general bealth. It has simply put the matter on a more 
definite basis. : 

“The symptoms and diseases produced by these foci 
of infection depend upon the kind of infection and 
the degree of virulence. Some people with bad teeth 
do not have definite disease produced, but may at any 
time have some trouble arise.” 

It is curious to learn how many of the men in the 
dental and medical professions, and lines closely con- 
nected therewith, have suffered from obscure ab- 
‘scesses which were not located or even suspected for 
quite long periods of time. 

Dr. G. A. Jordon, known to many St. Louisans as 
Assistant Health Commissioner of the city, said that 
only a few years ago he suffered from severe pains in 
the shoulders and chest, suspecting first rheumatism 
and then heart trouble. At night he would feel as 
if be had been carrying a 150-pound sack of flour all 
day. 

Finally he remembered a-pus abscess in the nose, 
which had not given him any trouble for several 
months, but which he decided to investigate. The 
.abscess proved to be quietly but steadily at work, and 
as soon as it had been evacuated, Dr. Jordan quickly 
returned to his normal state of health. 

“The extraction of teeth for the cure of bodily ai!- 
ments with which, to the lay mind, it would seem 
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sometimes an 
obscure affliction could be cured by the removal of a diseased tooth,

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there could be no connection, has given rise to the idea 
in the minds of many people that such tooth extraction 
was simply a new medical fad,’ said Dr. Jordan. 

“But such extraction of teeth for the cure of ab- 
scessed or apparently irrelevant bodily ailments is 
based upon a long-understood fact—that such condi- 
tions can be, and are, caused by pus absorption. 

“It was only when the X-ray, and other modern 
clinical methods, were available and it became pos- 
sible to establish the existence of these pus sacs at the 
base of the teeth which to ordinary observation were 
not so affected, that the extraction of such infected 
teeth began to be advocated. 

“There is no question of the advisability of removing 
a collection of pus from the body, for its absorption 
is bound to make mischief. The manner of removal is 
a question of experience. If it were possible to remove 
the pus and at the same time to preserve the tooth, the 
tooth should by all means be saved, but experience 
seems to indicate that extraction is the only sure 
method. ’ 

“The only danger in applying a newly-recognized 
fact is in that conditions may be sometimes taken for 
granted, and conclusions arrived at without careful at- 
tention to the establishment of the exact conditions. 
There is no question but that pus absorption gives rise 
to obscure symptoms.” 

A dental expert compared the steady absorption of 
pus by the system to taking little doses of arsenic., 
The average person could swallow a little arsenic every 
day for quite a long time, without any apparent ill 
effects, but the poison would be sure to get to the 
weakest part of the system, and if continued long 
enough to cause serious trouble. 

The pus which collects at the root of a diseased 
tooth must go somewhere, and if there is no egress 
through the tooth itself, then the pus finds a way 
out for itself through the bony structure in which all 
the teeth are imbedded. Hence arise many cases of 
rheumatism, and the steady absorption of the poison 
bas still other effects, also. 

A New York man in the dental supply business, 
who frequently visits St. Louis, was in poor health. 
He was pallid and weak, and in spite of the best pro- 
fessional advice and stays at the most expensive health 
resorts, his condition grew steadily worse. His friends 
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in St. Louis thought he was going to die, 
and as he afterwards told them, he himself 
at that time thought so, too. It seemed to 
be a case of stomach trouble, severe and 
stubborn. 

Finally, as a last resort, his physician had 
an X-ray examination made of the teeth, 
which had a fine appearance. One tooth 
was found. with a large pus sac at the end 
of the root, and after the tooth had been 
extracted and the abscess cured the former 


sick man was again in splendid health. Because of the mans 
connection with the dental supply business and his wide acquaintance 
in St. Louis, the case attracted a rather unusual amount of attention. 

Still more remarkable was the case treated not long ago by a 
dentist on Grand avenue. A country woman entered his office one 
day with her son, a lad of about 12 years old. The boy for years 
had been subject to that old-fashioned affliction of the 
neighborhood—"“fits.” Usually the seizure came upon him during a 
meal, but not always, for frequently a simple drink of watey had been 
enough to send him off. 

The boy. had been examined frequently without discovery 0! 
any organic trouble or in fact any explanation of the fits, so his 
mother told the dentist, and finally one physician had suggested that 
examination of

the boy’s teeth might reveal the cause of his 


A careful examination failed to show anything wrong. Th 
boy’s teeth and gums were, if anything, in better condition than the 


average among farm children. 

During this dental examination the lad asked 
for a drink, and was handed a glass of cold 
water. He had barely swallowed a mouthful 
when he sank back in the chair, rigid and vn- 
conscious, in the grip of another fH. 

But this event suggested something to the 
dentist, who thereupon had X-ray pictures 
made, revealing a freak tooth with a curved 
root, which brought the nerve so close to the 
surface of the gum that only a skin’s thickness 
intervened between the nerve and whatever 
was introduced into the mouth, such as co): 
water. The tooth was pulled, and the boy at 
last accounts had had no more fits. 


The ‘“‘devitalized” tooth, as dentists call one 
in which the nerve has been killed, seems to

After 
the nerve has been removed the dentist, of 
course, endeavors to fill up the nerve cana! 
or canals to the very tip of the root, before 
filling or crowning the tooth proper. But noth- 
ing short of the X-ray can make it positive that 
the dentist has succeeded and that the nerve 
canal is completely blocked. 

Where a portion of the canal remains open, 
a pus sac is quite apt to develop and to increase 
in size, and the larger it becomes the more pus it pro- 
duces, to be absorbed by the system of the sufferer, 
who, by the way, may not have a suspicion that there 
is anything wrong in his mouth. But day by day that 
clean-looking tooth with the pus sac at its bottom is 
sending its dose of poison into the man’s system, and 
will continue to do so until] the abscess is: evacuated. 
Almost always this means the extraction of the tooth. 

Some dentists now believe that, to avoid such serious 
risks, a “devitalized” tooth should be removed, and the 
practice of crowning teeth (which is just like sealing 
them up hermetically) also bas its critics, who prefer 
the clumsier and, as they believe, safer methods of 
bridge work and plates. 

The “impacted” tooth is another vagary of nature 
which has lost most of its terrors since people began 
to give their teeth more intelligent care, and the 
X-ray came into its own. The “impacted” tooth is 
one which has eollided with another, usually before 
managing to get above the surface of the gums at all. 
The resulting contest between it and the older tooth, 
firmly rooted in bony structure, as well as the pain to 
the unfortunate owner of both teeth, may be imagined. 
But the X-ray simplifies this problem, as well as those 
presented by freak teeth and extractions in general. 

“Safety First’ is now quite as much a motto of pevo- 
ple who know about teeth as it is of railroads and in- 
dustrial plants. For the more that people learn about 
the teeth and gums and other adjuncts of what seems 
to be the very troublesome chewing apparatus devise |! 
by Providence, the more do they realize that to a ereat 
extent their general health, and hence their happiness. 
depends upon the condition of their teeth. 

But t »ubles with the teeth illustrate neatly that old 
proverb about an ounce of prevention being preferable 
to a pound or two of cure. And for the prevalence of 
decayed teeth in America dentists blame the sugar 
bow]. Also, they blame the belief entertained by many 
American mothers as to the food value of free sugar. 

Fully 95 per cent of the children in the public 
schools of the United States have decayed teeth, ac- 
cording to a statément recently made before the I)li- 
nois State Dental Society. Yet among the peasants

They know all the 
California boys who came through in ‘63, and could 
tell us news of each. .They were exceedingly kind and 
proffered every assistance in their power, offered us 
sugar, ham and fresh meat and any other thing they 
had, without charge, and insisted on our staying here 
at least one day, and on coming down to the post, 
which latter, by the way, is called Camp Nicholas, and 
is located on Cedar Creek, in one of the worst possible 
situations. In the afternoon D. drove down, as did 
some of the rest. They got a nice piece of beef, which 
we did ample justice to since. The soldiers came up 
“again to us otf, and were decidedly the cleverest 
officers we have met on the road. 

At 3 this afternoon left camp and 
sundown, when we stopped to get supper. We 
rather poor water and grass to match here, so after 
remaining an hour we again rolled out.

I have been on the topmost rock of 
Round Mound, and am‘*glad [I am back again. for 
curiosity’s sake I measured the distance, and it was 
4000 yards; those who guessed it 400 yards were a 
little astonished.

It is 
an immense mass of igneous rock, evidently the result 
of some volcanic upheaval.

HE pictures of factories shown on pages 
> and 4 are only a few of the total number 
conducted by the Co-operative Wholesale 
Society, Limited, the great English con- 
cern, and by the Scottish Co-operative Wholesale 
Society, Limited, or by the two of them jointly. 
A recent annual report shows that the English 
society is conducting 62 different manufacturing 
establishments, while the Scottish society is con- 
ducting 61 productive plants. In addition, the 
two societies mentioned have numerous stores, 
warehouses, depots and banking branches 
throughout the British Isles, as well as depots in 
a good many foreign countries. The Co-operative 


Wholesale Society alone plans eventually to 
establish 1400 branches of its banking depart 
ment |

Some idea of the scope of the business of the ¢o- 
operators may be gained from the list of the differ- 
ent operations carried on by them in a score of Brit- 
ish and Irish cities and towns, besides foreign de- 
pots.

He quotes so 
conservative and judicial a writer as the president of 
Yale University as saying that private property in this 
country is “in a stronger position as against the 
Government and governmental authority than is the 
case in any country in Europe.” 

This fact—that the Constitution was formulated by 
large property owners and their representatives—the 
author holds to be largely responsible for the legal 
obstacles which it is now, and has been in the past, 
possibie to invoke against the progress of organized 
and unorganized labor. 

More potent, though less tangible, says he, as a 
weapon against labors demands, has been the ‘“‘laissez 
faire” policy of American individualism—the belief, 
so fondly nursed through so many decades, that every 
American is able to take care of himself, and resents 

i» interference with his affairs. This legend, asserts the 
author, has been assiduously cherished and cultivated 
by those who benefited by it; namely, those who 
stood to lose through combinations of individu- 
als into labor unions. Nothing, he says, is so pleas- 
ing to the large employer as a belief on the part of 
his employes that each can look out for himself or 
herself.

garded as a veritable economic paradise. New En- 
giand mill owners had company boarding houses, at 
which unmarried women stayed. The house rules were 
made by the company. One such set of regulations 
follows: 

“The doors must be closed by 10 p. m.; keepers must 
report the names of those failing to attend public 
worship; sidewalks must be kept free of snow.”’ Among 
the factory rules of the same company were those that 
“two weeks’ notice of leave of employment mfist -be 
given; all contracts are to be considered for one year 
(that is, no employe could quit before a year was out): 
all employes must attend public worship on Sunday.” 
If an employe quit before a year was out, he was 
blacklisted by other companies. Try to imagine a 
plaimber or a carpenter of 1920 being required by his 
employer to go to church every Sunday! 

Nothwithstanding, it is only 40 years since the head 
of the Knights of Labor wrote: “In thousands of 
places throughout the United States superintendents, 
foremen or petty bosses are interested in stores, cor- 
ner groceries or saloons. In many places the employe 
is told plainly that he must deal at the store, or get 
his liquor from the saloon in which his boss has an 
interest; in others he is given to understand that he 
must deal in these stores or saloons, or lose his situ- 
ation.” ; 

Forty years before that, commenting upon the pa- 
ternalism of New England mill owners toward their 
women employes, the Lynn Record said: ‘These 
ladies have been imposed upon egregriously by their 
aristocratic and offensive employers, assuming to be 
their lords and masters, dictating to them not only 
what they shall eat and drink, and wherewithal they 
shall be clothed, but when they shall eat, drink and 
sleep, and how much they shall pay for it.” 

For that matter, the following notice was posted in 
the Crompton Mills in 1843: “Those employed at these 
mills and works will take notice that a store is kept 
for their accommodation where they can procure the 
best of goods at fair prices, and it is expected that all 
will draw goods from said store. Those who do not 
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be glad to take their places, at less wages.” 

The period following the Civil War, however, Saw 
at once the beginning of great labor organizations and 
immense combinations of capital. The old relation 
of master and servant, a relic of feudal days, became 
more and more indistinct, and the public's habit oft 
looking upon strikes as an impertinent form of insur- 
rection gradually faded out of existence. The Knights 
of Labor, the first powerful and coherent national 
labor. organization, grew phenomenally, and the 80s 
witnessed the birth of the American Federation of 
Labor. ° ’ 

A multitude of leaders advocated a broad and vary- 
ing program of remedies for public ills, ranging from 
new and more benevolent forms of paternalism, 
through agrarianism, single tax, Socialism, greenback- 
ism and even anarchism. Labor parties were formed 
by idealistic leaders, and split up by the shrewd poli- 
ticians of the older parties. 

Ely Moore, a printer, had in 1834 been elected to 
Congress—the first trades union man to enter that 
body. He was supported by Tammany. By the ‘80s, 
however, many union men were running for office, 
and frequently with success. The single taxers, So- 
cialists and unions elected Henry George Mayor of 
New York in 1886. The Socialist Labor party of Chi 
cago had elected three Aldermen in 1879. 

Of the present, the writer says: “Now is certainly a 
time in which the far-sighted employers who are try- 
ing out®new methods of industrial control, and the 
more conservative and able labor leaders should be 
brought together vith a group of leading industrial en- 
gineers and economists, in a conference.

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‘the bottom. The bar, he continued, was 
composed of sediment swept in from the

Eads “called” all these critics with a

There wasn’t much to say 
after that. The Government was inclined 
to believe its experts, and very naturally 
80, but Eads’ proposition was too fair to 
turn down. It was agreed that he should 
proceed with the work. The cost was to 
be $5,500,000. Not until he had obtained 
a channel 200 feet wide and 20 feet deep 
was he to receive a cent, and then only 
$500,000. A similar installment would

Less than a year later the Government 
officer on inspection reported that a chan- 
nel 200 feet by 20 feet had been cleared, 
and four years after the work was begun 
he reported that the required 30 feet was 
being maintained. Only once after that 
was there any trouble. It was reported 
that a vessel drawing only 23 feet had 
touched bottom.

“Yes, and they'll ground in a 50-foot 
channel if they get too far over to one 
side. 
There’s plenty of water in the channel, if 
they stay in it.”

project, which, however, was never car- 
ried out. It was nothing less than the 
construction of a railway across the Isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec on which ships were 
to be bodily transported, cargoes and all, 
from ocean to ocean, and would have 
taken the place of the present Panama Ca- 
nal. Capt. Eads declared it entirely prac- 
ticable to lift ships from the water, place 
them on great cars built for the purpose, 
take them across the isthmus and lower 
them into the other ocean. 


The House of Representatives, which 
had often seen Eads defy the authori- 
ties <-nd accomplish what seemed impos- 
sible, was willing to give him his oppor- 
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tunity, and voted his company a charter. 
It failed in the -Senate, however, for lack 
of time. 

The consummation of this plan was not 
to be. On March 8, 1887, death stilled the 
restless builder's hand forever.

109, bad 91,717,519 members and an annual turnover of 
492,4980.019 marks (about $117,329,000). At the end of 
INTS they numbered 10,190-societies, had a total mem- 
bership of 2,231,917 persons and an annual turnover of 
660,505,153 marks (about $159.689,006), 

Other countries where the co-operative movement 
has prospered include France, Italy, Czecho-Slovakia, 
isthonia, Jugo-Slavia, Denmark and Turkey, as is at- 
lested by figures made public at Manchester. 

And an interesting development of the idea in the 
(nited States has Been the way in which some of the 
largest corporations are getting behind such projects 
financially for the benefit of their employes. The 
\merican Wobvlen Co. was one of the pioneers in help- 
ing to establish a co-operative store for its em- 
ployes. Another such store has recently been estab-

at current rates, and for cash; and the net profits of 
the enterprise shal) at regular intervals’be returned to 
the consumers in proportion to their purchases. 

What has béen called ‘the most notable commercial 
enterprise of modern times’ had its beginning in the 
little English mill town of Rochdale, during the “hun- 
gry forties.” In the month of No- 
vember, 1843, a group of 28 flannel

These institutions, 
whose primary purpose is to combat the high cost 
of living, are entirely under control of emploes.

coatless at age of 13 $s 23 


NE HUNDRED years ago today was 

born a man who was, in some respects, 

the greatest citizen St. Louis has ever 

produced. His career is more closely as 

sociated, in the minds of St. Logans., 

with the great bridge that he built and 
which bears his name, but this was, in 
fact, but one of three mighty projects which he carried 
out, all of which had a definite effect upon the after 
life of the whole country. 

James B. Eads was one of the great builders. His 
life was a succession of battles with new and untested 
obstacles. He blazed a path into the unknown—a path 
lighted only by the rays of his own daring imagination, 
and pushed forward by the force of his tremendous 
contidence and faith in his own judgment. His spirit 
was one of those which does not lean upon authority, 
but strikes boldly out for itgelf. 

His character was a rare combination of visionary 
and executive. Too many geniuses have constructed 
in their minds—lofty fabrics to whose actual con 
summation they were sadly unequal. A far greater 
number, equipped with the faculties for Carrying out 
other men’s ideas, have been unable to conceive them 
for themselves. Eads had the imagination of a poet 
and the driving force of a steam hammer. 

The story of his life is a romance, with ali the little 
touches necessary to make it pictuygsque. A century 
ago today, he was born in Lawrenceburg, Ind., within 
sight of the waters of the Ohio River. Whether as a 
boy. lying on the banks of that broad stream, he 
dreamed dreams of the day when he would make the 
mighty lather of Waters do his will. may be left to 
the romanticists. At any rate, when only 8 vears old, 
he attracted attention by his interest in all sorts of 
mechanical devices. The family removed to Louisville 
when James was % vears old, and it is related that the 
engineer of the boat on which they: made the trip 
Was so captivated by, the yvoungster’s interest and in- 
telligent questions about the engine that he went to 
pains io explain all about it. So far as is recorded, 
this wus his sole lesson in steam motive power, and 
yei, less than two years later, he constructed a minia- 
ture working mode!.olt @ steam engine. 

This was one of the first notable products of the 
workshop which his tather had fitted up for him at 
the age of 10. Others which followed included fire 
engines, sawmills and electrical contrivances. It was 
said of him that when he was 12 he could take a watch 
apart and put it together. in perfect condition. with 
no tools but a jack knite 

He was 13 when hs parents decided to move again. 
this time to St. Lowi On the way up the steame! 
burned, and James ikads landed 
coatiess and barefoot, on the very 
site where he was later to rear 
the mighty abutments upon which 
his bridge now rests. The family 
had lost all its effects in the fire. 
For several months James sold 
apples on the streets, to help sup- 
port his mother and sisters. In 
time he obtained a position with 
a mereantile house, wherg he 
stayed for five years, and during 
which a member of the firm—Bar- 
rett Williams—learning of his avid 
appetite for mechanical study, 
gave him free access to his H- 
brary. 

His first invention to be turned 
to actual account was a diving 
bell, which he perfected when 22 
vears old. A company was formed 
to operate this device, and soon 
had a business extending’ the 
navigable length of the Mississippi 
River. recovering sunken steamers 
and cargoes. Eads was not a man 
to leave the actual danger to 
others he was able to say later 
that there was not a stretch of

the river 50 miles long between St. Louis and New 
Orleans where he had not, at ane time or another 
stood on the bottom. 

Like other great and guctessful men, his career was 
not without its failure. He engaged 
in the manufacture of glass, his 
plant being the first glass factory 
west of the Ohio River, an enter 
prise which ended in disaster with- 
in two years, leaving him with 
debts totaling $25,000 

In this crisis, he turned back to 
the Mississippi River, on which had 
been registered his most signal suc 
cess, and which was vet to be the 
scene of his crowning’ triumphs 
The great fire of 1849, in which 29 
steamers were burned at the St. 
Louis landing, gave him his oppor 
tunity. With $1500 borrowed cap 
ital, he got the job of removing the 
wrecks. From this. start he in 
creased his fortune in 10 years to 
half a million dollars, and paid 
all his obligations 

But Eads was not a an to whom 
money meant success. In fact, in 
later yeafs he risked his entire for- 
tune to carry out a great project 
upon which he had set his beaert 
But of that, more later. 

To go back a bit, the story of his 
perfection of the diving bel! is

interesting as a wit of fiction, and 
came about through the sinking of a barge load of 
vic lead near Keokuk. A professional diver was em- 
ploved, but the current was so swift he could not con- 
tro! his bods With that tenacity and resourceluluess 
so characteristic, Fads visited the town of Keokuk and 
got a 40-gallon whisky barrel. This he weighted with 
lead, making an improvised diving bell. 

The diver refused to go below in the flimsy-looking 
contraption, and Eads promptly set an example by 
doing so himself. On his first descent, the derrick 
above, overweighted by the loaded barrel, capsized 
The crew seized the lines and drew Eads and the bar- 
rel to the surface of the water, but could raise them no 
h'gher. The inverted mouth of the barrel remained 
under the water, and Eads, under it, could see nothing, 

Finally a member of the crew dived from the barge, 
thrust his hand under the submerged opening and 
signaled Eads to crawl out, which he did. The strengts 
of the crew was then sufficient to raise him and the 
emmor he wore 

The first of his great achievements was not to come, 
however, until the Civil War. It is a historical fact 
with which many St. Louisans are unfamiliar that Kads 
had a direct and powerful hand in deciding that con- 
flict against the Confederacy, and it is a strange freak 
of history that his name is not better known in this 
connection than that of Eriscsson, the buiider of “The 
Monitor.” the famous “‘cheesebox on a raft 

Soon after the surrender of Fort Sumter Fads was 
summoned to Washington for a conference with Presi 
dent Lincoln and the Cabinet. He was asked what

Eads, the Builder, Almost F orgotten by St. 


he could do in the way of placing gunboats on the 
Mississippi River. We outlined his ideas, and was 
at once commissioned by President Lincoln to carry 
thém out. 

He took three river steamers, plated them with iron, 
and converted them into gunboats for immediate 
emergency. He then designed a type of heavy iron- 
elad steamer, and announced that he would have seven 
of them in commission in 65 days. This appeared to be 
a wild prediction. The materials of which he pro- 
posed to construct them had not even been manufac- 
tured. All industry was in a chaotic condition. And 
yet, such was his tremendous driving power and re- 
source that not only were the seven finished according 
to contract, but at the same time a snagboat was re- 
modeled and armored, and at the end of the appoint- 
ed period he turned over to the Union a fleet of eight 
pewerful ironclads, fully equipped, and waiting only 
for their armament of 107 cannon. 

A year later he was commissioned to provide six 
More gunboats of a heavier type. On two of these he 
placed steam-controlled turrets, and thus came into 
existence the first gunboats in the world whose can- 
non were Manipulated entirely by steam. 

The historic squadron that took Fort Henry, making 
possible the campaigns of Grant and Halleck, and with 
which Farragut took Mobile, was composed of the 
ironclads designed and built by Eads. His influence 
upon the outcome of the Civil War may, therefore, 
easily be calculated. 

On the other band, his personal attitude was ex- 
ceedingly liberal. At the very time that he was en- 
gaged in his work of constructing war vessels for the 
Union, he took strong ground against the levying by

The construction of the great bridge across the Mis- 
sissippi was commenced in 1867, and completed seven 
years later. It has been pronounced the finest type 
of metal-arch construction in the world. 

Here, again, the builder had to confront problems 
in which there was no precedent to follow. Because of 
the great weight resting on them, the piers had to 
be sunk much deeper than any ever before constructed, 
and that through a treacherous and shifting bed. One 
pier, weighing 45,000 tons, was sunk to a depth of 136 
feet below high-water mark, through 90 feet of sand 
and gravel, and another one, weighing 40,000 tons, to 
a depth of 130 feet, through 80 feet of deposit. 

The central arch has a clear span of 520 feet, and the 
side arches are 502 feet each: Half of each arch was 
built out from the pier on which it rested, being joined 
at the apex. During the period of extending them, 
before the halves were joined, they were suspended 
by guys fastened to massive masts erected on the piers. 
Those who have regarded these ponderous arches may 
well marvel at such a feat of engineering. 

One of the problems of the construction was that of 
joining the sections of tubing of whieh the arches 
were built. Eads’ chief engineer advocated boxing the 
joints in ice to contract them. Eads disapproved of 
this, and designed a telescope joint. While he was 
absent in London, however, the assistant proceeded to 
try out his own plan. After a trial of more than

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a week, he gave it up as a failure, and Eads’ design 
was then put into effect. It worked perfect) 

In an address at the opening of the bridge, the 
builder stated succinctly the principle upon which he 
had proceeded. Every calculation that prudence, fore- 
thought and judgment could suggest had been made, 
he said, and all bad been carefully revised many times. 
Then, confident of his ground, he had gone ahead. 

The last and greatest triumph was yet to come, and 
the.

Near- 
ly every engineer of note in the country declared the 
scheme would not work. Learned treatises were written 
against it. One authority declared that if Eads was 
familiar with the condition there he would know that,

Hunting antelopes on the Arkansas 
plains—The eternal quest for grass 
and water holes—Fine bathing pool 
found, but men and animals are as- 
sailed by voracious swarms of 
leeches—The author gets lost, and 
fears Indians are lurking behind 
every bush ::

HURSDAY, Aug. 17.—All our wagons had 
not got into camp this morning before 9% 
o'clock. We have had the very good luck 
to find six. large. water holes about a 
mile from camp, containing water enough to have 
lasted our stock until we reached El Paso. The 


result of this discovery is to save ug a trip of six miles 
back to the river with our animals and the same dis- 
tance here again. We are all in high glee at this 
and we are not quite so sparing with our water as we 
were last night. We filled all our kegs and other 
utensils this morning before it was muddied by our 
eattle, and it fell to my lot to have to carry three 
large tin bucketfuls back to camp. I took two and 
earried them several hundred vards and then returned 
for the third. The distance being fully a mile, it was 
by no means an easy task, so much so, indeed, that .to- 
wards the last I was almost ready to believe I was 
carrying all the water in the Arkansas River in my 
three buckets. About 11 o'clock this morning we 
drove out of the remaining sandy road about a mile 
and a half, as well as to be nearer our watering place. 
Here we will remain until about 5 o'clock, when we 
will hitch up and make a long drive during the night. 
| saw a great many antelope tracks leading to and 
about the water holes, and, had I been aware of their 
presence last night, I would have watched there, and 
been sure to secure several. 

At 5:30 this evening we again drove out, having first 
watered all our animals and filled all our kegs, can- 
teens and everything else that would hold water. The 
evening was remarkably fine and I walked for two 
whole hours with the Whaley girls. We saw several 
small flocks of antelope, but they were too shy to 
allow anyone to approach within gunshot. The road 
was grand, hard, smooth and generally level and we 
made good time. About 8 o’clock D. lay down to sleep 
and I drove. It threatened rain all around and the 
wind also began to rise. During the early part of the 
evening many belonging to the train were riding but 
asleep and the weather drove them all into their 
wagons. So at 11:45 at night Gonzales rode up and 
told me to make camp, which we did in a tremendous 
wind storm and an immediately threatened rain. | 
had been so sleepy during the night that several times 
I dropped asleep while driving, and when we reached 
camp it was so .dark nothing could be seen, so no 
guard was set and we all dropped asleep. 

Friday, Aug. 18.—We did not get an early start this 
morning, but the sky was overcast with clouds, which 
did not lift for seyeral hours and which made the 
morning quite cool. It did not rain last night, as 
we expected, at least not where we were. Our canteens 
were filled last evening out of the pools in which the 
cattle had been all day, so this morn- 
ing we found the water very filthy

ly. Soon aiter starting | saw an antelope on 
a hill some distance from the train. and went 
after him, but could not get near him. | shot 


at him, however, thinking the distance about 200 vards, 
but it being double that, the ball fell short. | was 
ahead of the train more than a mile much of the 
morning, trying to get a sight of antelope, and, although 
[ saw a good many, the ground was so level they 
could not be approached unseen, and I consequently 
never came within rifle shot. I suppose we drove 
about 12 or 14 miles this morning and during the lat- 
fer part of it through an intense heat. Our camp is 
on the side of a hill, with not a breath of air, and the 
heat at least as great as I ever saw it in my life. 

About 4 o'clock we drove out of camp, and just as 
we were doing so in came two men who reported wa- 
ter only two miles ahead, which was the cause of much 
rejoicing in camp.- We soon reached it, and found it 
to be the bed of a stream in rainy weather. The bed 
was of deep sand, but in a few minutes we had dug 
shallow wells or holes, and had for the first time in 
a good many days, cool, clear water. Afterwards, we 
found several large pools where the water ran a few 
yards and then again disappeared in the loose sand. 
We remain here over night. Some of the wagons could 
not pull across the heavy sand in the channe! and re- 
mained on the other side ali night. 

Saturday, Aug. 19.—Bhis has been a fine, cloudy 
morfhing and an excellent one for traveling, but some 
oxen having drunk too much water at the pools where 
we camped at noon yesterday, could not brought 
into camp last night, so we had to wait until today, 
and made no morning drive, as we should have done. 
The whole country being covered with antelope tracks, 
Blake, Manin and mvyself after breakfast started out to 


be 
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whether we could get one, but after a very weari- 
some walk of about six milesewe returned to camp, 
having seen but two, which we could not begin to ap- 
proach within rifle range. Meanwhile the sun came 
out and it grew very hot, so when we reached camp 
we were considerably disgusted as well as used up. 
We rolled out again before 4 o'clock and drove until 
some time after sunset, when, having again approached 
the sandy bed of the Almagre, the name by which 
this sandy stream is known, we made camp. We had 
to pack our water almost a mile and were worse off 
for grass than in any otber camp since we have been 
on the road. When our animals went down to drink 
we found several large pools into which some of them 
stepped, and to their surprise, no doubt, found the 
banks perpendicular and went in headforemost, and 
had to swim out. This stream is known as Almagre, 
which signifies a reddish earth or. paint, with whick 
the Indians paint themselves. 
Sunday, Aug. 20.—But two men are in the train 
who have ever gone over this road before—that is, by 
Aubrey'’s crossing—and the consequence is we are 
completely in the dark as to the distance, drives and 
water. It was understood last night that two miles 
further on we would be within reach of the Almagre 
for the last time, preparatory to starting out on the 
20-mile drive that we have before us without water, 
so when we left camp before 5 this morning we ex- 
pected to drive only a few miles and lay by until night 
to start out. To our surprise we traveled eight mffes 
before we came near enough to the water to camp. 
There .is good grass, plenty of wood and water and 
some «ire in favor of remaining here until tomorrow 
evening, and some prefer leaving this evening. There 
are some pools of water in the dry bed of the stream 
from one to 10 feet deep, giving both men and animals 
a rare chance to bathe, which both need in no 
slight degree. 
Those of us who bathed in the Almagre, as well as 
the horses, soon discovered something they had not 
thought of. Never before, nor since. did I encounter 
such a countless number of leeches. They were the 
largest I ever saw anywhere, and as hungry as they 
were large. It may have been several years since 
they had feasted on human and equine blood, and 
they seemed determined to make the most of their pres- 
ent°opportunity. They literally swarmed out of their hid- 
ing places and attached themselves to the men and 
animals until all of us were fairly covered with them. 
Some cut their baths short, but a few of us appreci- 
ated a good wash more than we detested the leeches, 
and remained until we had our fun out. Ofcourse, 
many of these blood suckers were satisfied and had 
dropped off, but it took time and patience to remove 
what were left. 1! filled a glass fruit jar with some ro- 
bust specimens and carefully carried them along for 
2x good many days, but becoming tired of them at 
last, threw them all away. 
We remain here all day and night. Some of the men 
were anxious to start out this evening and make two 
drives to water, but the rest would not, because their 
oxen were so thin and tired. The latter carried the 
day, and we have been obliged to acquiesce. I took 
a long ramble down the bank of the Almagre and 
found one or two plants I did not have before. There 
are occasional bluffs of rock, soft sandstone, whitish, 
red and some handsomely variegated. This evening 
the Mexicans amused themselves by running footraces. 
About one particularly there was much dispute, and 
they kept the camp in an uproar until a late bour 
about it. In the night some three or four Germans got 
together and sang German songs and talked about 
German literature and literary men 
until long after the rest of the camp 
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and foul and undrinkable. From the 
distance we traveled last night we 
were led to suppose we were only 
one drive from water and would 
easily reach it by 10 o'clock this 
morning, but we were much disap- 
pointed. Luckily, about 9 o'clock we 
reached an old mudhole with just 
water enough for ourselves and 
horses, but not for the ox trains. It 
gave us much relief, however. The 
Mexicans have been out all morning 
hunting the country over for water 
holes, but found none. At 12 o'clock 
we made camp to get breakfast, and 
were again lucky enough to find a 
shallow pool of water, but so very 
warm that it was almost impossible 
to bear, the hand in it. However, 
it did very well to cook with, al- 
though our animals at first refused 
to have anything to do with it; but 
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had been buried in sleep. 

Monday, Aug. 2f.—We had agreed 
that we would leave camp at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, but soon after 12 
o'clock some began to drive in their 
cattle, and we were obliged to follow 
suit. The heat was intense and would 
soon have broken down all the teama, 
bad it not suddenly clouded. Rain- 
storms began to arise and it rained 
on every side of us, but not on us 
The rain, too, cooled off the atmos« 
phere, and it became a most excek — 
lent afternoon for traveling. We are 
now on another of the dry stretcheg 
but no one knows where it begins oF 
where it leaves off, or how many 
miles it is; consequently, we are all 
at sea as to the way we should drive 
The consequence is, we traveled 
steadily all afternoon and in the eve- 
ning until 8 o’clock, in the hope that 


at last their thirst overcame their 
scruples and they drank it very free-

N THESE days of $i%-a-day laborers, strikes 
for the 4t-hour work week,. child-labor legis- 
lation and similar phenomena, the following bits 
ot history may be interesting: 

“According to the census for 1850, the av- 
erage Wages paid to male fa¢tory employes 
in all states was only 65 cents a day. Fe- 

miale workers received much less. . The highest 

average wage paid in 18.0 in any State to male 
emploses iu wrought-iron works, cotton or woolen 

factories, was less than $1.50 a dav. In 1852, 

according to Hunt’s Merchant Magazine, there were 

many journeymen shoemakers emploved on ordi- 
nary work, 12 to 15 hours a day, who earned iess .- 
than 5U cents a day. The New York Tribune is 
autiority for the statement that in 187. there were 

10,000 seamstresses in New York City. Those 

working on common white shirts received 6 cents 

a shirt, and earned 75 cents to $1.12 a week. About 

SM) girls employed in book folding, got $2 to $2.50 

a week. Cap makers worked 15 to 18 hours a day.” 

The foregoing excerpt is taken from “Organized 
labor in American History,” a book just printed by 
Appleton & Co., of which the author is Frank Tracy 
Carlton, professor of ¢conomics at De Pauw University, 
Who has written other books on similar subjects. 
in this work he traces the history of the labor 
movement from Revolutionary days down to the 
coal and steel strikes of last autumn. 

While emphasizing the vast change that has 
taken place in the condition of labor during the 
last SO vears, the writer points out that the ral- 
l.ing siogans of labor, and the “campaigns.ot. ed- 
neation™” by employers were strikingly similar in 
those days to the ones which fill the newspapers 
und muguzines of today. The continuous conflict, 
he points out, bas been one in which the employer 
hus steadily lost ground, and the emplove has 
vuined corresponding! 

One may imagine the outburst of derision that 
would greet any group of employers who launched 
4 “cumpaign of education’ in opposition to the 
principle of the i®hour day at this day and age, 
but it was not so in (1845, of which the chronicle 
says. 

“In Massachusetts the position of the employes 
was continually growing stronger. The corpora- 
tions even found it necessary or expedient to start 
a campaign of education in opposition to the ad- 
vocates of the 10-hour day. The first 10-hour law 
wus passed in New Hampshire in 1847. Minors 
under 15 years of age could not work over 10 hours 
a day without the written consent of parent or 
guardian. The law provided for a 10-hour day, 
unless an express agreement was made requiring 
a longer working day. The law was weak and 
easy to evade. Horace Greeley declared that em- 
ployes were forced to sign contracts to work more 
than 10 hours, or else lose their jobs.’ 

Those who recall how the railroad brotherhoods 
in 1916 grimly gave Congress hours in which to 
pass the Adamson eight-hour law doubtless will 
be entertained by that portion of the narrative 
which relates that a committee from the Nationa! 
Trades Union, which endeavored to have the 10- 
hour day for Government work established in 1838, 
reported back that they had been “contemptuously 
treated bv Congress.” 
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The census of 1850 showed that the 
average male worker in the U. S. 
got 65 cents a day, and women 
much less — Women shirtmakers 
worked 16 hours a day for $1.12 
a week — Millhands were required 
by employers to attend church on 
Sundays—Employes told to trade 
at company store or lose their jobs 


A Boston newspaper in 1832 declared that “labor or- 
ganizations strike at the very nerve of industry and 
good morals by dictating the hours of labor, abrogating 
the good old rule of our fathers, and pointing out 
the most direct route to poverty;, for to be idle several 
of the most useful hours of the morning and evening 
will surely lead to intemperance and ruin.” 

On the other hand, it was a newspaper that cham- 
pioned the cause of the workers and called attention 
to their plight. Matthew Carey, a Philadelphia pub- 
lisher, estimated in 1830 that there were between 18,000 
and 20,000 working women in New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia and Baltimore, At least 12,000 of them, he 
said, by working 16 hours a day, could not earn more 
than $1.25 a week. 

He offered a $100 prize for the best essay “on the 
inadequacy of the wages generally paid to seamstresses, 
spoolers, spinners, shoebinders, etc., to procure food, 
raiment and lodging; on the effects of that inadequacy 
upon the happiness and morals of those females and 
their families, if they have any; and on the proba- 
bility that those low wages frequently force poor wom- 
en to a choice between dishonor and absolute want of 
common necessities.” 

A criticism of school histories frequently heard now- 
adays is that too little emphasis is laid on the social 
and economic development of the United States, and 
too much space devoted to the chronicling of wars, 
political campaigns and the like. Prof. Carlton draws 
a picture of labor conditions in the earlier periods of 
American independence that may appear strange and 
even shocking to those accustomed to admiringly hark 
back to those ‘good old days.” 

The Deciaration of tndependence, says he, was “a 
radical document, written in an epoch which favored 
strong families and the ascendancy of an upper class 
to an extent which our own day American states would 
not tolerate. From the earliest Colonial times, class 


distinctions had been fostered by Colonial laws and

mature assertion of democracy,” and even hints that 
Jefferson had in mind when he wrote it the effect it 
would have in stirring the emotions and ambitions of 
the wage earners of that day. 

‘That was an age long before the laws providing 
for imprisonment of debtors had been repealed, ang 
the author says that “the embattled farmer and the 
sturdy mechanic who fought at Bunker Hill and 
starved at Valley Forge came home to meet the debt 
collector and to face his creditors in the law court’ 
In New Hampshire, if the law providing for the im- 
prisonment of debtors had been rigorously executed in 
1785, it is probable that not far from two-thirds of the 
community would have been in prison.” 

This abhorrent and senseless practice was not firmal- 

ly abolished until the Civil War was almost within 

sight. “In 1829 it was estimated that no less than 

75,000 persons were annually imprisoned for debt 

in this land of the free. In 1850 the estimated num- 

ber of persons imprisoned for debt was. in Massa- 
chusetts, 3000; New York, 10,000; Pennsylvania, 

7000; Marviand, 5000; or a total of 25,000 in these 

four states alone.” . 

This does, indeed, comprise an amazingly tronte 
commentary upon the contradictions and follies 
of human nature, for it is recalled that many of 
those who passed these laws either were them- 
selves, or were the descendants of, immigrants whe 
had fled Europe to escape that very hardship. The 
practice, the author points out, was established in 
England in the reign of Henry III for the benefit 
of the nobility. and later extended by Edward [ for 
the merchants. And so, in a nation where all men 
were nominally free and equal, and which was 
founded on principles in direct defiance of feudalism, 
it Was continued as an engine of class tavoritism ua- 
til the extension of the ballot to the laboring class 
and the frontiersmen resulted in its abolition. 

Here, also, the author takes occasion to point out 
that the ballot did not. become the privilege of all 
American citizens until long after the men whe 
fought the battles of the Revolution were in their 
graves. 

“The Constitutional Convention,” he writes, ‘was 
composed of men representing the various prop 
ertied interests of the time-—the planters, the mer- 
chants and the bankers. Not one member repre- 
sented the small farming and mechanic class. The 
Constitution was formulated behind closed doors. 

* * * It was not submitted to popular vote. 
It was adopted by conventions called in the 13 
states for the purpose of ratifying or rejecting it, 
In all of these states except New York, property 
qualifications restricted the right of suffrage. Prof. 
Beard estimates that approximately three-fourths of 
the adult males were disqualified or failed to vote ia 
the elections for delegates to the state conventions,

by dust collecting in the carburetor. In reality charges 
of static electricity in the engine had become so pow- 
erful as to interfere with and finally entirely put out 
of business the ignition apparatus, which is operated 
by electric sparks from the battery. One man of a 
scientific bent was able to overcome this by trailing 
a long wire from the rear axle of his car, which 
grounded the charge from the storm and permitted the 
ignition to act normally. 

The origin of the powerful and widespread electrical 
display of these storms was a mystery untila few years 
ago Prof W- A. Douglas Rudge investigated a simi- 
lar disturbance in South Africa and was alile to show 
that each particle of sandy soil on the earth's surface 
is charged with positive electricity, and that as a high 
wind carries these bits of dust about, they give up 
their charge to objects they touch. If this object hap- 
pens to be of metal and is held off the ground by 
something that will not conduct electricity, like a 
windmill on a wooden derrick or a barbed wire on a 
dry post, it soon takes on the accumulated charges 
of thousands of dust particles. Prof. Rudge set up 
a disk coated with radium, which collected negative 
electricity from the air, and an empty five-gallor 
coal oil can with the ends cut out and a screen across 
it, which collected the dust particles and their charges 
of positive electricity. He was able to get sparks 
more than half an inch long—indicating a voltage far 
in excess of that required to run trolley cars—from 
spheres attached to this can and to the disk. So far 
as known, this experiment has never been actually 
tried in Western Kansas; but scientists believe that 


when it is done still higher voltages will, witho.: 
doubt. be obtained.
